In general, commissioners a-

to outside employment, especial- 
ly in some of the lower-salaried 
positions. 

“We recognize the employes’ 
right,” states the policy, “to en- 
gage in outside activities which 
do not interfere with department 
jobs or reflect unfavorably upon 
the department.” . 

After March 15, at which date 
the policy becomes effective, any 
amploye having outside employ- 
ment must receive permission 
from his immediate superior. In 
most cases this will mean simple 
approval. In marginal cases, the
